ran hig h here 
this mo rning fo r o v er an ho nr when 
it was learned that a maniao who 
had been incarcerated in the co unty 
ja il, was running amuck amo ng the 
o ther priso ners, attacking them rig ht 
and left. 
This 
repo rt was supple­ 
mented by the intellig ence that the 
frenzied man had killed o ne o f the 
priso ners, and had beat ano ther into 
a state o f unco nscio usness, and was 
fa lling to all that came within his 
reach. 
Hundreds o f ex cited citizens fairly 
swarmed abo ut£ the ja il, but no ne there 
were who co uld o ffer a plan to effect a 
capture 'and 'co rral | the infuriated 
man who was making the murdero us 
attacks. 
The o fficers tried to g et to the man 
and 
o v erpo wer him, but, as o ften 
were they beaten back. 
Three o fficers 
were put to flig ht o n entering the 
ja il. 
The crazed 
indiv idual 
is Harry 
Ro binso n, ag ed 45 , married, hav ing 
two children. 
He became suddenly 
demented 
o v er relig io n. 
Yesterday , 
fo llo wing an attack which perturbed 
his mental co nditio n, he declared he 
was inspired by Go d, and started o n 
a preaching missio n. 
All nig ht he 
walked, ao co mpanied 
by his 
little 
daug hter, awakening 
peo ple in the 
no rth part o f this city . 
Sho rtly be­ 
fo re sun np, he tired, and the insane 
father and 
frig htened 
child 
made 
their bed fo r a few ho nrs in a straw 
stack. 
This mo rning abo nt 9 o ’clo ck 
he appeared at the po lice statio n declar 
ing his wife and child were dead. 
An inv estig atio n pro v ed this sta te­ 
ment to be false, and as so o n as it was 
learnedjthat he was demented he was 
placed In ja il. 
In lo cking Ro binso n 
up, the o fficers turned him iu with the 
o ther priso ners in the co rrido r, as he 
had beco me pacified. 
Fo r o v er a half ho ur he paced up 
and do wn the co rrido r, when suddenly 
he became as a tie no n attacking first 
o ne priso ner and then ano ther. 
They 
fo ug ht him o ff as best they co uld, and 
sev eral so ug ht safety by lo cking them ­ 
selv es in the cells. 
The priso ners were like rats caug ht 
in a tra p; they co uld no t do battle 
with the maniac who seemed to po ssess 
supernatural streng th, neither co uld 
they escape 
the bo mbardment 
o f 
iro n o uspido rs which he kept up. 
One defenseless man, Austen Fo rd, 
who 
was partially 
paraly zed, fell 
under the blo ws o f Ro binso n, and his 
head was tbeat to a pulp. 
Fo rd was 
fo rmerly an 'ex pert teleg rapher, and 
wo rked in Rushv ille nearly a y ear. "A 
few y ears ag o he lo st the use o f his’ 
rig ht hand fro m paraly sis, and since 
then he has wo rried co ntinually , until 
at times his friends tho ug ht he was 
lo sing his mind. 
In the past few day s 
he had |;ro wn wo rse, and he was o nly 
lo cked up last nig ht, o n the request 
o f his mo ther. 
After killing Fo rd, the insane man 
turned 'o n an o ld man named Ring , 
and beat him unmercifully . 
All this time the o fficers were try ­ 
ing to subdue and pacify the man, 
but witho ut effect. 
It was sug g ested that the fire depart­ 
ment be o alled o ut and with the a s­ 
sistance o f a stro ng pressure fro m a 
fire no zzle, to g ether with the [ fire­ 
men and po lio e, it was ho ped that the 
maniac co uld be placed under co ntro l. 
Two o f the firemen fell nnder his 
blo ws o n entering the co rrido r with 
a stream o f water, but the water so o n 
had a telling effect, he was co nfused, 
thro wn to the flo o r, and quickly - g iv en 
a hy po dermic o f mo rphine. 
The bruised remains o f Fo rd was 


taken fro m the ja il and phy sicians 
attended the sev eral o ther 
injured 
perso ns. 
Ro bbins became insane o v er relig io n. 
He left his ho me [last nig ht in a ra­ 
tio nal 
co nditio n, 
with 
his 
little 
daug hter, say ing he intended to attend 
the Salv atio n Army meeting . 
Ho w 
ev er, he did no t appear at their meet 
ing and was no t seen nntil late last 
nig ht, when peo ple were awakened 
by a man preaching in the streets o f 
the residence district. 
The affair has thro wn a g lo o m o v er 
the entire co mmunity as the insane 
murderer has a 
family 
dependent 
upo n him, and the unfo rtanate man, 
who died at his hand, 
is surv iv ed 
by a g rief stricken mo ther, who was 
dependent upo n him.

Will Represent Indian« . 


Indianapolis, 
Ind., Septem ber 3.— 
The 
A ndersonville 
m onum ent 
com­ 
mission appointed by Governor Hanly 
to select a site and erect a m onum ent 
at Andersonville, Ga., in m em ory of 
the Indiana soldiers of the civil war 
who died in Andersonville prison, and 
who are burled in the national ceme­ 
tery there, has selected a design and 
given the contract to the Montello 
G ranite company of Montello, Wls. 
The legislature appropriated $10,000 
for the purpose of erecting the m onu­ 
m ent and pay ing the expenses of the 
commission, and of this sum $7,000 
will go Into the m onum ent. 
The de­ 
sign m ust be approved by the w ar de­ 
partm ent before the contract can be 
finally let and Governor H anly m ust 
give his approval. The m onum ent will 
stand in the center of Indiana’s burial 
lot at the cem etery at Andersonville. 
The shaft will be tw enty feet in 
height. The base will be fourteen feet 
square. 
The shaft proper will be con­ 
structed of 
M ontello m arble. 
The 
crowning figure will represent “R a­ 
chel M ourning for H er Children.” The 
approaches to the shaft consist of a 
terrace on the four sides of three 
broad steps. 
Indiana has 653 soldiers 
buried at Andersonville. 
The monu­ 
m ent will be com pleted so th at it can 
be dedicated May 30, 19 08 , The mem­ 
bers of the commission are Dr. R. C. 
Griffit of M organtown, Ind., chairm an; 
D. C. Sm ith of Craw fordsville, and C. 
W. Diggs of W inchester. 
Mr. Diggs 
is secretary of the commission. 


The labor commission is rath er con­ 
gratulating Itself th at Labor Day in 
19 07 found the state singularly free 
from labor troubles of any kind. 
At 
present there are no strikes of Im port­ 
ance of any kind save only the teleg­ 
raphers’ strike, and it is, of course, 
general and out of the proper jurisdic­ 
tion of the Indiana commission. There 
is a lockout a t Tell City which th e 
commission is m aking every effort to 
bring to an end by m eans of arb itra­ 
tion. 
Only two strikes have had the 
attention of Com m issioner George W. 
Purcell and his associates during the 
sum m er. One was the streetcar strike 
a t Evansville and it was settled by 
compromise. 
The second strike of 
any m agnitude was chat at E lkhart, 
w here the boilerm akers of the Lake 
Shore w ent out because thby objected 
to the introduction of the piece-work 
sy stem . 
The m anagem ent agreed to 
return to the old sy stem and the men 
returned tç the shops. 
T here was no 
trouble. 
Two other strikes, both in­ 
volving railroad men, cam e to the a t­ 
tention of the com m ission, but they 
were interstate m atters, and outside 
the proper jurisdiction of the Indiana 
commission. 
The Indiana labor com­ 
m ission was created two y ears ago. 
At present it is m ade up of George W. 
Purcell, who was appointed May 9. 
and L. P. McCormack, who is serving 
a second term . 
The commission dur­ 
ing its organization has been of great 
help in settling labor troubles In the 
state. 


"Just why labor is a greater factor 
in politics in M arion county than it 
has been in y ears past m ight have 
lmprc >sed itself on any one here who 
watched the parade.” 
Such was the 
opinion of a prom inent politician who 
was discussing political m atters after 
the parade was over. “Those men are 
behind a m ovem ent,” he rem arked. 
"They ought to be pretty nearly able 
to do som ething with i t 
They have 
organization already . 
It is organiza­ 
tion that stands for som ething m ore 
definite than does the ordinary politi­ 
cal party . 
If they take such a thing 
into politics and keep it organized 
there and can keep up the enthusiasm 
th at they show at such a tim e as 
Labor Day , they will be able to ac­ 
complish a good deal. 
T here were 
m ore men in the parade y esterday 
than ever before. 
T here are, I be­ 
lieve. m ore men in the unions in Ma­ 
rion county than there ever w ere be- i 
fore. 
I know for a certainty th at ] 
there are m ore men in labor unions 
in M arion county in politics than there 
ever was before, and it is a thing that 
the politician m ight as well reckon 
with now as after he has been defeat­ 
ed for not reckoning w ith i t ”

which is made a standard under the 
pure food and drug act of congress. 
In his annual address President I^eo 
Eliel of South Bend, Ind.. said that 
th e pure food act was in its final 
analy sis, an 
injunction 
to tell 
the 
truth. 
He added that it was the in­ 
ception of a new era in the trade and 
profession and was a silver lining to 
the cloud which had hovered over the 
drug business for many y ears. 
P res­ 
ident Eliel recom m ended that the as­ 
sociation put itself on record as fa­ 
voring a higher educational standard 
in the profession and a m ore rigid 
exam ination by boards of pharm acy . 
Dr. W iley declared th at the object 
of the pure food and drugs law was 
not punishm ent. 
“We do not w ant to 
put people in jail," he said, "but we 
want to see th at the man who w ants 
to do business ethically will be able 
to do so and receive legal protection. 
W e depend upon such associations as 
y ours for our assistance.”

tents, but hereafter they will take 
place in a building th at cost $ 110,000, 
and which contains 5,000 opera chairs, 
which will be free to spectator*. 
The 
board not only has a splendid pavilion 
for these display s of live stock, but 
it will in Septem ber offer about double 
the am ount of prem ium s of other 
y ears. 
In the livestock pavilion alone, 
not including the prizes for many 
other departm ent* of the fair, the rib­ 
bons will have a money value of $18 ,- 
8 9 7. 
This sum is equal to the total 
prem ium 
list 
of the 
Indiana 
F air 
twelve or fifteen y ears ago. 
The am ount offered for coach and 
draft horses at the next Indiana ex­ 
position is $3.277; light harness and 
show horses, $3,223, m aking the total 
for horses that go into the arena of 
the new pavilion $6,509 . 
The prizes 
on beef cattle am ount to $10,167 and 
on dairy cattle, $2,230. 
On draft and coach horses, the pre­ 
miums offered are as follows: French,

W ith the poor facil­ 
ities of other y ears, the Indiana Fair 
has been m arked more and more by 
pretentious horse shows, the num ber 
and quality of horses increasing e* ry 
fall. 
W ith the arena of the live stock 
pavilion for a show place, and with 
a largely increased premium list, it is 
expected that the coming shows will 
be the best th at have ever been held 
in Indiana. 
The classes In which wo­ 
men may com pete have been increased 
and many of them will be seen in 
the saddles and holding the reins in 
the pavilion. 
The State board not 
only offers $300 in prizes for the best 
saddlers with five gaits, but there is 
a class for the champion, and the 
American Saddle H orse B reeders’ As­ 
sociation offers a $75 silver cup for 
the champion. 
In the class for com­ 
bination three-gaited saddle and driv­ 
ing horses, the anim als will first be 
shown to vehicles, then be unhar­ 
nessed In the arena, saddled and rid­ 
den by the driver.

The light harness shows will be

The draft and coach horses will be 
seen both in arena contests and in 
the parades of the horses and cattle 
which are to be given in the pavilion. 
David W allace of Indianapolis is the 
board m em ber in charge of the heavy 
horses.

m ust be hitched to trucks and farm 
wagons. 
It is expected th at som e of 
the finest truck team s in Indianapolis 
will com pete for the prizes in this 
class. 
Two or th ree y ears ago the hum ble 
m ule received no recognition from the 
Indiana fair, but for the Septem ber 
exposition this y ear there are eight 
classes for mules, with three prem i­ 
ums for each class, including mules 
four y ears old and over to colts under 
a y ear, and there will be a num ber of 
contesting team s hitched to trucks 
and wagons. 
The fair m anagem ent expects to 
m ake the pony contests especially a t 
tractive to children. 
Prizes will be 
distributed for single ponies, tandem s, 
four-ln-hands or four abreast, m atch 
team in harness, and saddlers, and the 
pony show will end with a champion 
ship contest am ong the rnares and 
geldings. 
T here will also be classes 
for boy and girl drivers.
